after, with interest at seven per cent, per annum : Pro'
mdedj That in appraising improvements upon any of the
lands aforesaid, the appraisers shall take into considera-
tion and shall deduct from the value of said improvements
any waste or damage to the Baid lands by the parties
making the improvements or occupying the lands.

SEC. 51. The principal sum arising from all sales of
school lands, shall remain a perpetual school fund in. the
gtate^ a71(j Biia|i not ke reduced by any charges or costs
of officers, by fees or by any other means whatever.

SEO. 52. AH moneys received as interest on such per-
manent fund, or rents of leased lands or penalties, shall
constitute the current school fund of the State, and shall
be distributed semi-anmmHy as directed by law.

SEO. 53. All moneys received from the sale of any of
the lands mentioned in this act, or interest accruing from
such sales, shall be paid into the State treasury, and the
purchase money so received, may be invested in Minnc-
BOta eight per cent, bonds, or Onited States bonds, and
the State treasurer is hereby required on the first day of
September in each year, to place to the credit of the res-
pective funds, the interest so accruing on said loan, and
pay over the same as directed by law.
